and New York. 
ARRIVE IN MAY 
“In May, 1943, the first detach­ 
ment arrived at the Palm Springs 
field. Consisting of fourteen men, 
headed by Sgt. Bill Thurman and 
including Alvin “Pappy” Famul- 
aro, Gene Castagnoli, Bob Bick- 
more, Bill Bilotta among others, 
this group assumed the duties of 
what would normally have been 
a twenty-eight piece band. Beset 
by many hardships, 
inadequate 
instrumentation, and the 
diffi­ 
culty of obtaining new recruits, 
it nevertheless pitched in and did 
a good job of entertaining the of­ 
ficers and enlisted personnel of 
the base. 
During the next few 
months, through the efforts of 
Major 
Joe R. MacPherson and 
Captain 
“Mike” 
Frankovitch, 
several new' 
men 
were added. 
Among them were Leonard Pen- 
nario, sensational young concert 
pianist, who has since been heard 
as soloist with most of the major 
symphonies; Roger DeWitt, ex- 
oboeist w'ith the Boston “Pops” 
orchestra; and Don Reino, who 
needed no recommendation once 
he had been 
heard 
through a 
couple of choruses of “The World 
Is Waiting for the Sunrise” on 
the clarinet. 
“In October, after the post had 
been activated as the 21st Fer­ 
rying Group, another group of 
ten musicians arrived from Long 
Beach. 
This 
group, under Sgt. 
Ray Leatherwood, who had col­ 
laborated with Sgt. Garner Clerk 
in the 
recruiting 
of the Long 
Beach band, and who assumed 
leadership of the new band here, 
included such familiar names as 
Walt Yoder, string bassist from 
Woody Herman’s band, who has 
probably appeared in more All­ 
Star band polls 
than any other 
musician; 
“Cubby” Teagarden, 
who had sparked the rhythm sec­ 
tion of brother Jack’s band; “Jo- 
Jo” Huffman, 
Paul James, Ray 
Sims, Norman Michea, and Cliff 
Bachman, all of whom had long 
been prominent 
in professional 
music circles with the bands of 
Phil Harris. 
Jerry Wald, Bob 
Chester, 
Ted 
Fiorito, 
Jimmy 
Grier, Blue 
Steele, and 
Husk 
O’Hare. 
FROM NAME BANDS 
“Lt. Joe L. Brown had 
been 
designated as band officer, and 
though his patience and efforts, 
procured 
several 
much-needed 
instruments, and two men were 
added to the rolls, Herb Tomp­ 
kins and 
Mac Halladay, 
from 
Tommy Dorsey’s and Jimmy Dor­ 
sey’s bands, respectively. 
“The ensuing six months rep­ 
resented a distinct period of ad­ 
vancement for the post band. Al­ 
though there existed an extreme 
shortage of trum pet players, Sgt. 
“Pappy” 
Famularo 
admirably 
held dow'n this 
section 
single­ 
handed, and 
such 
favorites as 
“South Rampart Street Parade” 
and “High Society” began to be 
heard at 
reviews, 
executed in 
traditional 
New Orleans Dixie­ 
land march 
style. 
Besides the 
regular m ilitary functions, daily 
retreats, weekly reviews, etc., the 
band's 
other 
duties 
included 
playing for dances at the NCO 
Club, Officers’ 
Club, 
and the 
Post Gym, usually at the rate of 
four to six 
nights 
per week. 
There being no other duties, ex­ 
cept for daily rehearsals six days 
a week, tim e began to hang heav­ 
ily upon the hands of the bands­ 
men, until Sgt. Burt O. Randall 
of the 459th, to which the band

“The arrival of the 723rd AAF 
Band from 
Albuquerque, 
New 
Mexico, the prospects of achiev­ 
ing a full, well-balanced instru­ 
mentation began to look bright.

Weeks, graduate of the Univer­ 
sity of

also th a t he w as going to Air 
T ransport headquarters 
at Cin­ 
cinnati to discuss the status of 
the local port. H e sought author­ 
ization from council to represent 
the city at the hearing and to en­ 
te r into 
negotiations

Army. 
He asked th a t the city author­ 
ize him to request the Army to

At this point, Mr. McManus 
asked w hether it was the inten­ 
tion of the Cham ber of Commerce 
to hold on to all of the land ac­ 
quired for the A rm y air field.

REITERATES STAND 


Before adoption of tlie resolu­ 
tion Mr. McManus reiterated his 
stand and strongly protested its 
adoption. He 
said 
that he had 
been strong in sym pathy w ith the 
use of the land to aid th e w ar ef­ 
fort, but th at the m oney paid 
them for the land by the govern­ 
m ent was in a fund, w aiting to 
buy back the land now th at the 
w ar was at an end. He said he 
couldn't understand the attitude 
of the C ham ber in urging that 
th e city acquire private land. 
W hen M ayor Therieau assured 
him th at it w as not a question of 
acquiring private land, but m ere­ 
ly one of acting at once to keep 
th e port in status quo in the event 
of a sudden abandonm ent of the 
field by the Army, he w ithdrew 
his objection because, he said, he 
had no intention of blocking air­ 
port developm ent here. 


FAVORS LOCAL PORT 
‘‘I am most interested in keep­ 
ing the airport alive,” he said. 
The resolution was then adopt­ 
ed by a unanim ous vote. 
Touching on the local airport 
situation, official notice was re­ 
ceived at the A rm y air base this 
w eek on the 
A rm y’s 
plans for 
leased air bases such as this is. 
The statem ent, issued by Brig. 
Gen. Bob E. Nowland, com m and­

TO ACK QUICKLY 
"Control of leased airport fa­ 
cilities

Division will be returned to lo­ 
cal governm ents as rapidly as de­

requirem ents 
per­ 
m it,” G eneral 
Nowland's 
state­ 
m ent said. 
The comm anding general of the 
Ferrying Division made the state­ 
m ent at his headquarters in re ­ 
sponse to inquiries from civic of­ 
ficials who desire to adapt their 
aviation program s for expanding 
comm ercial needs. 
Of more than a score of domes­ 
tic bases

operated by the

one is

TO CUT FORCES 
Lt. 
Gen. Harold L.

nounced plans to cut, by July 1, 
1946, its fleet of planes from 3000 
to 500 and its personnel strength 
from 210,000 to 75,000. The order­ 
ly reduction in Ferrying Division 
operations is being developed in 
line w ith G eneral George’s pro­ 
gram. 
“The Ferrying Division of ATC 
plans to retire as expeditiously as 
possible 
from 
airport 
facilities 
w hich are owned by non-m ilitary 
agencies,” G eneral Nowland said. 
“In some cases our operations w ill 
be shifted to bases totally owned 
by the W ar D epartm ent.”

Robert M. Boltz, radio techni­ 
cian, 2/c, USNR, son of Mrs. Lee 
Kalbach, 337 North Palm Canyon 
drive, is now serving on the U. 
S.S. Yorktown, aircraft carrier as­ 
signed to the Japanese occupa­ 
tion forces, now lying off the 
coast of Japan. 
The Yorktown climaxed a war 
career of 36 major Pacific opera­ 
tions by standing off Japan and 
sending her planes over the USS 
Missouri as the surrender terms 
were being signed. 
Pilots based on the Yorktown,

A free press is the 
guardian of all other freedoms, 
Mr. Harper said, because it cham­ 
pions the freedom of speech, of 
religion, and all other freedoms.

Harper said the small­ 
town newspapers are the back­ 
bone of the nation, as the editors 
are in close touch with the peo­ 
ple and therefore their news­ 
papers reflect public thinking 
“Show me a progressive news­ 
paper and I’ll show you a pro­ 
gressive town; show me a back­ 
ward newspaper and I’ll show
